Secretary of the Army Frank 


Pace announced yesterday that a 
shortage of steel has forced the 
closing of the Chevrolet plant in 
St. Louis, which makes about half 
the Army's 105-millimeter artil- 
lery shell casings. 


Pace said the 
shutdown 
will 


"seriously affect the production of 
finished shells by next month" 
when the impact begins to reach 
the shell loading plants. 


"Of necessity," he said, "it will 


continue to affect the production 
of finished shells 
for

months thereafter."

The labor plank once more urg- 


ed—but did not promise—repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley Labor Relations 
Act. It described the act as "in- 
adequate, unfair and unworkable" 
because it favors 
"management 
against labor." 


Without 
mentioning President 


Truman's seizure of the steel mills, 
which later was voided by the Su- 
preme Court, the plank cites 
a 


need* of new legislation to 
deal 


With such situations. 


In the foreign policy plank, the 


Democrats, as did the Republicans 
put world peace as the top goal.

sein Sirry Pasha. The latter had 
wanted to name Gen. Naguib war 
minister, but King Farouk refus- 
ed to approve the appointment. 
Sirry Pasha quit as a result of the 
king's action.

swept Qavam from

SAFETY ON THE FARM 


A quick look at the appalling toll of farm acci- 


dents should spur safety efforts, states County Agent 
O. C. Tritt, reminding that Farm Safety Week is being 
observed throughout the country. About 60 out of 
every 100,000 farm residents, a total of 14,500, lost 
their lives from unneccessary accidents during 1951 
according to the National Safety Council, while 1,250,- 
000 others suffered lost time injuries. 


During 1951, motor vehicle accidents accounted 


for 5,900 fatalities and 210,000 injuries to farm people. 
Farm work accidents claimed 4,000 lives and 330,000 
injuries. 
There were 3,900 fatalities and 580,000 in- 


juries in the farm home. A number of miscellaneous 
causes accounted for the remaining tragedies. 


More workers were accidentally killed in farm 


work than in any other major industry. Agriculture, 
of course, has the largest number of workers but the 


. accident death rate was 57 per 100,000 workers. This 
is about 3 times as high as the rate fer workers in 
manufacturing plants where more safety precautions 
are observed. 


The county agent insists "the farm accident rate 


will drop rapidly as more and more farm familie's 
adopt safe practices. 
The present losses are unnec- 


cessary and they can easily be reduced. A determina- 
tion to practice safety is the principal requirement."

Here And There 


We are reminded by a story in 


the Times-Mirror files of twenty 
years ago that it was eight-five 
years ago this month that Trinity 
Memorial Episcopal parish 
was 


founded in this city. 


The article recalls that the in- 


itial service in the first Episcopal 
church was held at five 
p. m., 


July 16, 1867. It was not of course 
in the present building but in the 
original edifice, which was later 
acquired by the Swedish Baptists 
and is still In use by that denom- 
ination now known as the Calvary 
Baptist, and stands at the corner 
of Redwood and Center street. The 
vestry at the time was composed 
if the following: M. Beecher, Jr., 
r. H. Palmer, J. F. 
McPherson, 


Lewis F. Watson, C. B. Curtis, L. 
j. Lowry and John Sill. Arthur 
Grouse, William Grouse and Leah

congregation, are grandchildren of 
one of the architects, Mr. Marston, 
who with his partners, Llnscott & 
Ober, prepared the plans for the 
'irst church building. 


The church was a memorial to 


Sishop Bowman, born at Wilkes- 
Jarre, and who died August 
3, 


1861 on the banks of the Alleg- 
heny about twenty miles below Oil 


hen 
t 


City, while visiting this section .of 
the state to establish Episcopal 
missions. That is why the word 
"Memorial" ia included in the name 
decided upon by the organizers. 


The first Episcopal service in 


Warren was held at three p. m. 
June 26, 1864 in the First Presby- 
terian church, 
and incidentally 


this edifice Is now used as a house 
of worship by the Swedish Con- 
gregational and stands on Mar- 
ket street just south of l*hird ave- 
nue. The initial service was con- 
ducted by C. .C. Parker, an or- 
dained deacon who held services 
every other Sunday In Corry. 


The second service was held In 


the Baptist church and after Dec- 
ember 1864, the small 
congrega- 


tion worshipped in the east hall 
of Johnson's Exchange. A vestry 
was elected under a charter which 
was never legally completed and 
was afterwards lost. This vestry 
was composed of M. Beecher, Jr., 
E. N. Biddle, George A. Cobham, 
Isaac S. Allen, C. B. Curtis, G. A. 
Irvine, MD, and O. C. Browning. 
The first Sunday school was or- 
ganized in September, 1864, with 
six students.

of Michigan for the Presidency in 1948. Summerfield was violently 
anti-Dewey, and he and Tom Coleman of Wisconsin held out against 
the New York governor's nomination until the last dog died. 


In 1952, of course, Coleman was Taft's floor manager while Mr. 


Summerfleld, holding out as unpledged until the convention, finally 
gave his support to General Eisenhower. Now Chairman Summer- 
field Is trying hard to get Coleman to join forces with him to help 
direct the campaign for Eisenhower. 


Sen. Robert A. Taft's role in the new Republican administration 


is believed to have been spelled out rather definitely in the first con- 
ference between General Eisenhower and the senator, immediately 
•after Ike got the nomination. 


The general said that he hoped he could count on Taft's continuing 


support—"as majority leader of the Senate." 
<rpHERE was another masterful understatement when Arthur Sum- 


merfield was asked if he had any plans for overcoming the Mid- 


west's dislike for Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New York. 


Mr. Summerfield replied, "I hope Governor Dewey will do any- 


thing he can to help carry New York." 


When reporters let out loud guffaws at that crack, the .chairman 


hastened to add, "I hope you won't put the wrong interpretation on 
that remark."

Selection of young Sen. Richard M. Nixon of California as Re-

Hiss 
then gave such a convincing denial of the charges against him that 
he almost convinced the committee on the spot that he was innocent. 


Sen. Karl E. Mundt, then a representative from South Dakota, and 


other congressmen practically apologized to Hiss for having listened 
to the charges against him. 


Nixon and one of two others were unconvinced. As • lawyer 


Nixon thought he detected many statements in the Hiss testimony In 
which Hiss—also a lawyer—had carefully avoided perjuring himself 


Nixon insisted on further hearings. The result was to convict Hisi 
of perjury.

Farm Labor Situation Serious 


"The farm 
labor situation 
throughout the country is becom- 
ing more acute and serious," ac- 
cording to C. R. Schoby, President 
of the American Dairy Association. 


Mr. Schoby, an Iowa dairy farm, 


er, says growing shortages, of 
dairy farm workers and the heavy 
investment a dairy farm demands 
today leads him to wonder if the 
question "how much does a quart 
of milk cost"- may turn into "where 
can we get a quart of milk?" 


"Census 
figures 
show," Mr. 


Schoby declared, "that there were 
about 1,320,000 fewer people work, 
ing on U. S. farms in 1950 than in 
1940. 


"The 
decline of farm workers 


was caused largely by the decrease 
in the number of farm operators 
and family workers who are mem- 
bers of the operator's family, re- 
sulting from the decrease in the 
number of farms. There were ap- 
proximately 500,000 fewer hired 
workers on farms in 1950 than in 
1940. Expenditures for hired labor 
were 271 per cent greater than in 
1939. 


"The 
number of farms in the 


United States in 1950 was 495.000 
less than in 1945 and 713,000 leas 
than in 1940. The average site of 
farms increased from 174.0 acres in 
(-1940 to 
194.8 acres in 
1946 


and 210.5 acres in 1950. The 
percentage of farms operated by 
tenants declined from 38.7 in 1940 
to 31.7 in 1945 and to 26.7 in 1950. 


"Displacement of about 3,500,000 
American farm workers by 1970 as 
a result of labor-saving devices 
'revolutionary in impact' is fore- 
cast in a recent study made public 
by a Senate committee." 
, 


Mr. Schoby said that dairy farm* 
ers are using airpossible mechani- 
cal devices to help them carry on 
their 365 day a year job of milk 
production. 
| 


"Mass production of milk on the 


.dairy farm is not sufficient to take 
up the loss of labor," he added, 
"and 'overcome gradual disappear- 
ance of the family type farm. Dur- 
ing the five years from 1945 to 
1950 there was a decline of 124,000 
in farms of from 100 to 219 acres."

| • Those who deplore any adjust- 


i ments In numbers in the present 
large deer herd of Northwestern 
Pennsylvania are condemning fu- 
ture generations of the State tree, 
the Hemlock, to a very minor place 
in our .local forest. 


{ 
One of the things that makes 


the forests of Northwestern Penn- 
sylvania so attractive and valuable 
is the variety -of species compris- 
ing them. Of the many different 
species represented, the Hemlock 
and the White Pine \ are the only 
major evergreen trees growing in 
association with the 
hardwoods. 


The light loving pine is unable to 
develop under the shade of the ag- 
gressive hardwoods and because of 
its many enemies now plays a very 
minor role in our local woodlands. 
But the Hemlock is very tolerant 
of shade and is ideally suited to 
compete with 
the 
broadleafed 


hardwoods even though it might 
have to wait a century or more, 
under heavy shade, before it has 
the opportunity to 
achieve 
its 


place in the sun. 
, 


Despite decades of abuse by the 


logging 
industry, 
which first 


stripped the felled trees for mere- 
ly their' bark, leaving the entire 
tree to rot on the ground, and lat- 
er cut the best of the remaining 
Hemlock for both bark and saw- 
logs, the Hemlock has managed to 
survive in substantial enough num- 
bers to add both beauty and value 


I to an otherwise monotonous hard- 
I wood forest. It is in the winter- 


time, however, when the broad- 
leaved trees have sited their feaves 
that the;Hemlock really comes in- 
to its own. The bright green of its 
handsome foliage on an otherwise 
drab landscape not 
only 
adds 


beauty to the scene, but of equal 
or more importance, it forms val- 
uable cover for wildlife. Actually 
the one factor that really Umits 
the supply of grouse, rabbits and 
other small game is the amount 
of winter cover, of which Hem- 
lock is one of the best 
species. 


Trained wildlife managers learned 
long ago that if they let their deer 
herds becme so numerous, as to be 
out of balance with their habitat, 
the food and cover (of all other 
game gives way to the hungry deer 
and the result is drastically re- 
duced numbers of the small game, 
and an undernourished, stunted 
deer that is constantly out of bal- 
ance with its range. 


Although the hemlock can live 


to ages, sometimes in excess of 
400 years, and there is still a very 
promising understory in 
places 


which developed before the deer 
herd overran its "food supply. The 
only assurance that future genera-
